the  opening  of  our  big  bridge  -  the  "world's  longest  steel  arch  bridge"  just  a  few  hundred 
feet  from  my  home  and  office.  The  official  dedication  was  on  Saturday,.  October  22nd  and 
guessestimates  are  that  about  50,000  people  were  here  for  the  special  program.  We  had 
made  arrangements  to  have  a  mobile  post  office  come  to  the  bridge  for  one  day  cancellation 
service  and  we  sold  approximately  18,000  of  the  special  envelopes  to  collectors  present  and 
by  mail  around  the  world ....  (hope  the  picture  on  front  page  comes  out)  so  that  you  can  see 
what  it  looked  like...

A  number  of  years  ago  when  I  was  involved  in  the  establishment  of  a 
local  token  and  medal  collectors  club,  one  participant  in  our  opening  ses¬ 
sion  —  a  coin  dealer  —  explained  his  motivation  for  assisting  our  efforts. 
‘  Token  collectors  as  they  progress  will  move  up  to  becoming  coin  collec¬ 
tors"  he  proclaimed.  Looking  around  the  room  that  evening  I  had  to 
chuckle,  because  virtually  every  person  there  either  was  or  had  been  an 
active  coin  collector.  Since  that  event  my  observation  has  been  that  many 
coin  collectors  as  they  have  progressed,  have  ‘‘moved  up"  to  become  avid 

uken  collectors.  The  reasons  underlying  this  phenomenon  are  many  and 
ai  ied,  but  three  interrelated  and  significant  trends  appear  to  have  been  at 
-vurk. 

First,  many  coin  collectors  have  become  disillusioned  with  coin  collecting 
a  hobby.  Among  the  factors  which  have  contributed  to  this  disillusion¬ 
ment  are  the  following: 

*  -Opportunities  to  buy  coins  at  significantly  less  than  going  market 
prices  have  been  greatly  reduced  by  the  widespread  dissemination  of 
comprehensive  catalogues  on  U.S.  and  more  recently  on  foreign  coins. 

*  One’s  hobby  bread  does  not  go  nearly  as  far  as  it  used  to  in  purchas¬ 
ing  coins  because  of  the  general  upward  movement  of  coin  prices  in 
recent  years  —  especially  of  higher  grade  material. 

*  Increasingly  when  bidding  for  some  high  priced  rarity,  the  coin  collec¬ 
tor  has  found  himself  competing  not  with  other  hobbyists,  but  rather 
with  speculators  whose  primary  focus  appears  to  be  ‘‘short  term  in¬ 
vestment  potential”.  The  maneuvers  of  these  quick  buck  artists  have 
tended  to  sap  the  hobby  of  coin  collecting  of  many  of  its  basic  and  es¬ 
sential  non-financial  rewards. 

*  U.S.  coin  collectors  have  become  increasingly  aware  of  the  shabby  his¬ 
tory  associated  with  many  of  the  U.S.  ‘‘glamour”  rarities  due  to  the 
mpi'eteiiuented  frankness  of  numerous  authors  of  recent  books  and 
.  cles.  This  airing  of  the  dirty  linen  with  respect  to  past  shenanigans 

.  f.viU.Tc  :'  b-tli  inside  and  outside  the  U.S.  Mint  has  done  much 
.  -h  >.  he  image  of  authenticity  and  hence  the  desirability  of  pos- 
-t  ..mg  such  .  miues  in  the  minds  of  many  collectors.  Nevertheless, 
mu  in  Jaige  part  to  the  heightened  publicity  given  some  of  these 
,  o  ies,  modern  dav  P.T.  Barnum’s  have  driven  their  prices  to  record 


*  Recent  substantial  increases  in  the  price  charged  for  proof  sets  by  the 
U.S.  Mint  have  angered  many  coin  collectors.  The  PR  statements 
made  by  some  Mint  officials  in  defense  of  these  price  increases  seem 
only  to  have  fanned  this  anger. 

Second,  inflation  during  the  last  few  years  has  taken  heavy  toll  of  the 
hobby  funds  of  many  coin  collectors  as  more  essential  expenditures  have 
commanded  a  higher  proportion  of  their  total  incomes.  This  shrinkage 
of  hobby  funds  coupled  with  rising  coin  prices  has  greatly  extended  the 
time  period  over  which  a  collector  can  hope  to  “complete”  a  coin  series. 

Third,  during  the  1970s  growing  distrust  by  U.S.  citizens  of  the  federal 
government  and  its  official  activities  —  which  culminated  in  the  stigma  of 
Watergate  —  has  tainted  virtually  all  things  official,  including  U.S.  coins. 

While  these  trends  certainly  do  not  portend  the  total  demise  of  coin 
collecting  as  a  hobby,  they  do  indicate  the  very  real  need  within  the  coin 
collecting  fraternity  for  alternative  channels  of  endeavor.  How  tokens  and 
medals,  and  particularly  Civil  War  tokens,  can  serve  as  such  alternative 
channels  will  be  one  topic  of  future  columns. 


A  REGULAR  MEETING  of  the  National  Scrip  Collectors  Association  was  held  on 
SATURDAY,  OCTOBER  1,-1977  at  1  p.m.,  at  Holiday  inn  East,  Route  60,  Huntington, 
West  Va.  President  John  Fliss  ascertained  the  presence  of  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  business.  Following  a  motion,  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting 
was  dispensed  with  since  a  copy  was  mailed  to  every  member  as  a  part  of  the  bulletin. 

Secretary  Walter  Caldwell  reported  that  much  additional  work  needs  to  be  done 
in  regard  to  membership.  Many  1976  members  have  not  renewed  for  1977  probably  due 
to  not  being  notified  by  the  Secretary.  It  was  noted  that  the  club  bulletin  "Scrip 
Talk"  is  currently  going  to  approximately  475  persons.  A  reminder  was  presented  to 
all  present  that  a  large  trophy  -  which  was  on  display  -  will  be  presented  to  the 
person  signing. the  most  new  members  by  the  date  of  the  Spring  1978  meeting. 

Treasurer  Walter  Caldwell  reported  that  $700.00  had  been  advanced  to  the  book 
committee  for  the  typing  of  the  catalog  manuscript  and  $1400.00  had  been  forwarded 
to  the  committee  for  advance  costs  of  publication.  It  was  noted  that  the  present 
organization  balance  was  only .$127.56.  Following  a  motion,  it  was  voted  to  pass  a 
paper,  so  that  all  present  could  pay  their  1978  dues  during  the  meeting.  Too,  it  was 
noted  that  there  was  a  charge  for  the  meeting  room  and  also  for  the  hospitality  room 
for  the  ladies  attending  the  convention.  Following  a  motion,  a  collection  was  taken 
from  those  present  to  help  defray  these  additional  expenses. 

Secretary  Walter  Caldwell  and  Scriptor  Bob  Craigo  presented  information  on  the 
counterfeit  tokens  now  being  circulated  in  the  area.  It  was  noted  that  additional 
information  is  needed  from  any  member  having  information  as  to  the  source  of  these 
tokens.  A  special  trip  was  made  to  Dayton,  Ohio  to  talk  with  officials  of  the 
Dayton  Stencil  Company  -  successors  to  Ingle  Schierloh  -  who  own  the  dies  from  which 
the  tokens  originated.  The  company  advises  that  they  are  not  responsible  for  the 
tokens  and  that  no  coal  tokens  will  be  manufactured  by  their  firm  in  the  future  since 
they  are  no  longer  in  use.  The  provisions  of  the  Hobby  Protection  Act  were  called  to 
the  attention  of  the  members  present.  Under  this  federal  act,  it  is  unlawful  to  import 
or  manufacture  or  distribute  any  imitation  numismatic  item  which  is  not  plainly  and 
permanently  marked  "copy".  Tokens  (coal  scrip)  are  specifically  included  in  the 
listing  of  items  included  under  the  law. 

A  report  was  presented  on  the  Spring  J1978  meeting  which  will  be  held  in 
Fairmont,  W.  Va.,  at  the  Holiday  Inn.  Additional  information  and  the  exact  date 
will  be  included  in  future  issues  of  the  organization  bulletin. 

President  John  Fliss  reported  for  the  Edkins  Catalog  committee  announcing  that 
sufficient  orders  had  been  received  from  the  advance  mailing  to  about  pay  for  printing 
of  the  catalog.  He  noted  that  one-half  of  the  advances  made  by  members  would  be 
mailed  within  a  short  time  and  that  the  balance  would  be  paid  in  full  within  a  month 
or  so.  It  was  noted  that  a  special  mailing  had  been  made  to  the  members  of  TAMS  - 
they  having  provided  a  mailing  list  for  this. purpose .  Too,  it  was  noted  that  ads  will 
be  featured  shortly  in  Coin  World,  Numismatic  News  and  other  hobby  publications. 
Following  proper  motion,  it  was  voted  to  provide  free  copies  of  the  book  to  Arlie 
Slabaugh,  the  TAMS  library,  and  the  ANA  library.  The  President  reported  that  a 
fund,  as  voted,  of  $2,000.00  will  be  maintained  so  that  revisions  and/or  a  supplement 
can  be  issued  at  a  future  date. 

Scriptors  Cole  S.  Cuttle  reported  on  the  technical  aspects  of  getting  the  book 
published  in  the  time  specified  and  at  the  special  price  made  to  the  organization. 

He  mentioned  the  various  angles  involved  in  the  typing,  the  pasting  of  the  cut-outs, 
the  conferences  with  the  printer  and  the  book  binder,  etc.  Too,  special  mention  was 
made  of  the  fact  that  just  because  a  token  is  not  shown  in  the  book  does  not  mean 
that  it  is  automatically  a  Rarity  10  item.  Following  a  discussion,  it  was  voted  that  a 
special  form  will  be  developed  for  the  use  of  all  members  who  have  additions  or 
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corrections  to  report  for  the  book.  To  save  a  mass  of  expected  correspondence 
going  to  Don  Edkins,  additional  details  will  be  announced  in  the  bulletin.  DO 
NOT  START  CORRESPONDENCE  ON  ADDITIONAL  ITEMS  OR  CORRECTIONS- 
FOR  THE  BOOK  UNTIL  ANNOUNCEMENT  IS  MADE  IN  THE  BULLETIN  FOR  THE 
PROCEDURE  TO  BE  FOLLOWED  !  i 

Scriptor  Don  Edkins  was  introduced  and  spoke  on  the  features  of  the  book  - 
noting  that  each  item  is  listed  under  the  state  and  town  name  and  a  catalog 
number  is  assigned  to  each  particular  token  -  approximately  10,000  being  listed 
in  the  catalog.  Too,  the  metal  composition  -  the  "size  in  millimeters  -  along 
with  the  particular  denomination  of  the  token  is  shown.  An  important  item  is 
the  exact  wording  shown  on  each  particular  token  (i.e.  Company  or  Co.  - 
Corporation  or  Corp.,  etc.).  Slash  marks  indicate  where  the  wording  is  broken 
on  the  token.  Too,  indication  is  made  as  to  whether  the  token  is  solid  or  has 
a  cut-out  as  well  as  the  manufacturer  type  if  known.  Every  token  having  a 
cut-out  has  a  near  size  drawing  of  the  particular  cut-out.  A  special  index  is 
included  for  every  token  that  DOES  NOT  have  the  name  of  the  town  and/or 
state  on  the  token. 

Following  proper  motion,  a  standing  vote  and  applause  was  given  to  the 
members  of  the  book  committee  and  to  Don  Edkins  for  the  work  done  over  the 
past  few  years  on  the  catalog. 

Following  adjournment  of  the  meeting,  the  books  were  passed  out  to  all 
present  who  had  ordered  in  advance.  Announcement  was  made  that  the  printer 
would  be  mailing  out  the  remaining  ordered  copies  as  the  mailing  labels  are 
sent  to  them  from  the  Catalog  Committee. 

There  being  no  additional  business,  the  meeting  was  adjourned.

QUESTION :  Did  the  Aracoma  Coal  Company  (Logan)  use  a  fifty-cent  piece? 

The  collector  had  been  trying  to  find  one  for  several  years  in  order 
to  fill  out  his  "set." 

ANSWER:  After  checking  the  Ingle-Schierloh  Company  records,  SCRIP 
Talk  has  learned  that  this  denomination  wasn’t  stamped.  Thus,  a  com¬ 
plete  set  of  Aracoma  Coal  Co.  tokens  would  consist  of  a  penny  to  a 
quarter,  plus  both  first  and  last  half;dollar  coins.  This  fact  is 
also  true  for  Logan  County's  King  Fuel  Company  ( same  owners  as  Aracoma) , 
Which  had  a  pair  of  dollars.  A  better  known  "half-less"  set  is  the 
Panther  Coal  Co.  of  Roseann,  Virginia,  which  used  the  Panther,  W.  Va. 
$1.00  piece.  Also,  the  McKell  Coal  &  Coke  Co.  stores  in  Fayette  and 
Raleigh  Counties  may  have  not  used  halves.  However,  few  coins  are 
known  for  this  company  larger  than  the  dime.  If  a  reader  knows  if 
this  is  true,  please  inform  me  and  I’ll  relay  the  info. 


QUESTION :  What  Is  the  correct  location  for  the  Hoffmeier-Deegans 
token1?  . 

ANSWER:  Collector  Tom  Hitt  believes  the  location  is  either  Thurmond 

or  Beatrice,  W.  Va.  Your  editor  leans  toward  Glen  Jean,  with  an  out 
side  chance  that  it  could  be  Thurmond.  It's  a  well-known  fact  th^t 
W.  E.  Deegans  had  a  salcon  at  Glen  Jean  and  that  John  B.  Hoffmeier 
was  his  partner  in  many  business  ventures,  with  Hoffmeier  managing 
most  of  the  businesses.  This  writer  feels  that  Hoffmeier  ran  the 
saloon  at  Glen  Jean  and' used  the  tokens  in  question. 

Deegans  left  the  Fayette  County  area  around  1913  and  started 
many  businesses  in  the  Logan  County  area  within  the  next  five  years. 
In  1918,  the  book  "Coalmen  in  America"  listed  his  hometown  as 
Huntington.  He  soon  became  a  leading  businessman  of  the  river  town. 
Among  the  companies  he  had  a  part  or  full  ownership  were  the  Glen 
Jean  Insurance  Agency,  Mullens  Realty ?  Hoffmeier  &  Deegans  Oil  and 
Gas  Co.,  Pocahontas  Smokeless  Coal  Co.,  at  Welch;  White  Oak  Improve¬ 
ment  Co.,;  Scarbro  Drug  Co.,  Glen  Jean  Building  Co.,  the  Bank  of 
Mullens,  Thurmond  National  Bank.  Deegans  Eagle  Coal  Co.,  and  ten 
other  coal  companies  and  businesses  in  the  Logan  area.

HISTORY  OF  A  HISTORY-MAKING  BRI DGE 

* 

Deep  in  the  mountains  of  West  Virginia,  construction  crews  are  busy 
building  the  longest  steel  arch  bridge  in  the  world. 

Being  constructed  across  the  New  River  Gorge  in  Fayette  County,  this 
history-making  bridge  is  the  single  most  expensive  project  ever  undertaken 
by  the  West  Virginia  Department  of  Highways.  At  873  feet  aL,/e  the  river, 
the  span  will  also  be  the  second  highest  in  the  United  States  and  the  highest 
east  of  the  Mississippi. 

The  span  should  also  make  economic  history.  Governor  Moore  has 
indicated  that  the  construction  and  completion  of  the  bridge  will  contribute 
greatly  to  the  economy  of  the  state  in  general  and  the  Fayetteville  area  in 
particular. 

Contractor  on  the  3030-foot  bridge  is  the  American  Bridge  Division  of 
U.  S.  Steel  Corporation,  awarded  the  contract  in  June,  1973.  U.  S.  Steel’s 
low  bid  of  $33,984,102  was  about  $11  million  less  than  the  engineers’ 
estimate  cast.  Of  the  four  bids  received  on  the  project,  the  highest  was 
$52,496,017.  Thanks  to  the  efforts  of  Gov.  Moore,  the  Appalachian  Regional 
Commission  is  funding  70  per  cent  of  the  expense  of  the  project  rather.than 
the  standard  50  per  cent. 

The  bridge  itself  was  first  envisioned  as  a  suspension-type  structure. 
However,  the  consulting  firm  Michael  Baker,  Jr.,  Inc.  determined  the  steel 
arch  design  would  be  more  economical  and  would  better  adapt  to  the 
construction  area.  The  four-lane  bridge  will  be  supported  by  9  land  piers  and 
13  bents  on  the  span  itself. 

Expected  to  be  open  to  traffic  in  the  fall  of.  i977the  bridge  will  include 
21,000  tons  of  structural  steel,  1700  tons  of  reinforcing  steel,  17,000  cubic 
yards  of  sub-structure  concrete  and  6000  linear  feet  of  aluminum  railing.  The 
span  is  being  built  of  unpainted  weathering  steel,  which  cut  original 
construction  costs  by  $300,000.  The  weathering  steel  will  also  eliminate 
subsequent  paint  jobs  running  approximately  $1  million  each  time. 

In  late  1973,  U.  S.  Steel  erected  two  cableways  consisting  of  four  main 
steel  cables  suspended  over  the  gorge  from  330-foot  towers  on  either  side  of 
the  canyon.  The  ironworkers  are  using  the  cableway  system  to  erect  the 
structural  steel,  the  first  of  which  was  put  in  place  in  June,  1974. 

Corridor  “L,”  of  which  the  bridge  is  one  segment,  will  run  for  70  miles 
between  1-64  and  1-77  in  the  Beckley  area  and  1-79  at  Sutton.  Over  46  miles  of 
the  Appalachian  Development  Highway  are  currently  open  to  traffic.
